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By homeowners9 groups 
More public hearings 
sought on road proposal 


Homeowner groups will ask the Ar- 


lington Heights Village Board tonight 
to schedule more public hearings be- 
fore approving a new thoroughfare 
plan which changes the functional 
classifications of many residential 
streets. 


The village board will review the 


proposed thoroughfare plan at its 
meeting at 8 p.m. at the municipal 
building, 33 S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


The road classification plan pre- 


pared by the village's planning de- 
partment was approved by the plan 
commission in March, but since then 
has been severely criticized by numer- 
ous homeowners' associations. 


THE PLAN WAS called a "patch- 


work job" by George M. Grulke, one 
of two plan commission members who 
voted against the proposal, 


At the plan commission meeting, 


Grulke said the commission was not 
meeting their objectives to the com- 
munity and destroying residential 
areas by increasing the amount of 
through traffic on residential streets. 


Grulke's primary complaint with 


the plan was the changing of Kenni- 
cott Avenue from Hintz Road to Dun- 
dee Road from a "collector" to an 
"improved collector" designation, al- 
though he was told by planning de- 
partment officials that no improve- 
ments, upgrading the road, are now 
planned. 


VILLAGE PLANNER Joseph Kes- 


ler has cautioned critics that the thor- 
oughfare plans are "long-range solu- 
tions" to heavy traffic patterns now 
predicted through traffic studies. 


"We're not trying to railroad some- 


thing here, but we cannot ignore the 
heavy volume of traffic 
on our 


streets," Kesler said. 


"The whole thing has been misun- 


derstood," he said. 


Kesler met with representatives of 


Near North, Sherwood, Ridge Park 
and Virginia Terrace homeowners' 
groups Thursday night, but opposition 
to the thoroughfare plan was not 
quelled.

Trustee objects to change 
in land dedication law 


Homeowners' Assn. said that the rep- 
resentatives of the four associations 
agreed to ask for "immediate" public 
hearings on the plan. 


"We aren't doing this with the in- 


tent of getting it bogged down in com- 
mittee for months because basically 
we have no heavy objections with it. 
But we do have some reservations 
about what will be done to some of 
the streets that have been redesig- 
nated under this plan," Gillis said. 


"This is something that should be 


taken to the citizens," he said. 


GILLIS ALSO SAID the home- 


owners' associations would like to see 
improvements made to Arlington 
Heights and Palatine roads. "That is 
what's really needed to get the traffic 
moving in Arlington Heights," he 
said. 


Louis Novak of the Sherwood Im- 


provement Assn. said residents there 
do not object to the basic over-all 
thoroughfare plan, but do object to 
the reclassification of three streets: 
Oakton, Thomas and Kennicott. All 
three have been classified as "im- 
proved collector." 


"We're concerned with the fact that 


improved collector streets have great- 
er width. We think this will bring 
more through traffic through our resi- 
dential area," Novak said. 


Arlington Heights Village Trustee 


Madeline Schroeder has asked the vil- 
lage board to reject a recommenda- 
tion from the plan commission that 
the central business district be ex- 
cluded from the village's land dedica- 
tion ordinance. 


The plan commision last month 


recommended that the ordinance 
which requires developers to dedicate 
land or money in lieu of land 
to the park and school districts be 
amended because of the village's ef- 
forts to encourage development in the 
downtown area. 


The village board will review the 


recommendation tonight. The meeting 
will begin at 8 p.m. at the municipal 
building. 33 S, Arlington Heights Rd. 


AIRS. SCHROEDER. in a letter sent 


to all trustees Friday, argues that the 
plan commission did not consider the 
effect the change could have on prop- 


erty values in the village. 


"If the B-5 (central business dis- 


trict) area is exempted from the re- 
quirements of our land dedication or- 
dinance and multi-family development 
is to take place there, it will mean 
that a greater concentration of people 
will be brought in who will want to 
use our facilities. However, they will 
not have contributed to the up front 
cost of acquiring land for public use. 
They will, in effect, be crowding our 
present facilities and therefore possi- 
bly diminish the property values in 
the rest of the community," Mrs. 
Schroeder's letter states. 


Trustee August Bettman, chairman 


of the village board's special com- 
mittee studying ways to rejuvenate 
the central business district, said the 
land dedication requirement has been

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Cop business pressure robs Shelter of good man 


Shelter, Inc.. just lost a good man. 
You might know something about 


Shelter. It's the very fine organization 
which oversees 
short-term 
foster 


home care for children in Palatine, 
Wheeling, Elk Grove and Schaumburg 
townships. 


Paul Buckholz is the man. 
He's the policeman, who, along with 


an Arlington Heights librarian, Jennie 
Riechers, conceived the mold from 
which Shelter grew. 


Planning entailed two years. Shelter 


placed its first children in January 
197S. 


Buckholz served on its board of di- 


rectors from the agency's inception. 
He's listed on its Illinois charter pa- 
pers. But now he has quit. 


That seems hard to believe. Shelter 


has become such an important item in 
his life. "If It's not on the top of the 
list," said Paul Buckholz, "then ifs 
damn close." 


BUT HE THINKS the time has 


come to resign, a truly regrettable de- 
cision. They asked him to stay. But 
Paul Buckholz did not see any choice. 


We talked about that decision last 


week in his office at the Arlington

Heights Police Dept. where Buckholz 
recently was promoted to captain. . 


"To be on a board, you better be 


able to participate," he; said. "Any- 
thing less than a good active board 
member is a waste of time. You hurt 
it. 


"There's such a thing as staying in 


until the last dog kicks you out," said 
Buckholz. "You don't perform well, I 
couldn't see that." 


IT WAS POLICE WORK which 


forced him to make a choice. "The 
pressure of business here has grown 
more and more," he said. Buckholz 
did not think Shelter was getting its 
rightful due. 


"I said, Jesus, there's people here 


doing a bang-up job. I'm holding a 
good board member out," he ex- 
plained. 


"It just looks bad. So you had a 


good idea once. So what? The pres- 
sure of business is now." 


There was no Shelter, Inc., on that 


day long ago when Sgt. Paul Buck- 
holz and other officers were assigned 
to investigate a case of alleged child 
abuse. 


HE REMEMBERS that case like it 


happened this morning. 


"The child was under one year old 


and obviously could not talk," said 
Buckholz. "The neighbors had told us 
they could overhear things." 


Officers found enough evidence to 


believe the child had been beaten 
about its head and body. "We took the 
baby to the hospital," said Buckholz. 
"the doctors substantiated what we 
had." 


He did not see that infant again. 


The Illinois; Dept. of Children and 
Family Services assumed control. 


THERE WAS no local agency to as- 


sist in these cases. No Shelter, Inc., 


ready with a temporary foster home 
ior the youngster. 


Paul Buckholz got to thinking. Jen- 


nie Riechers agreed something should 
be done. There were others, of course, 
but Riechers and Buckholz should 
draw the largest share of credit for 
Shelter, Inc. 


"You'd like to say you saw this 


thing coming," said Buckholz. "When 
the problem showed up, we realized 
we needed a solution. 


"My feeling was that somewhere 


within this vast community there'd be 
people willing to provide the (short- 
term foster home) service," he said. 


SHELTER, INC., WAS chartered 


with the state on March 1, 1973. "Ev- 
erybody was committed. They were 
going to give it one helluva try," said 
Buckholz. 


"If later on public cooperaton was 


not there, then it wouldn't survive. 
They're the most important aspect, 
the volunteers'." 


Their license to serve as a chld-care 


agency became effective,Jan. 1 last 
year. Within 10 days, Shelter placed 
youngsters in two homes. It handled 
45 cases during 1975. 


That mark will be easily surpassed 


this year. 


Twenty-five youngsters had been 


placed in area homes through last 
week. Five children were under su- 
pervision through Friday. 


The previous week, Shelter had chil- 


dren placed in one dozen homes. 
There are occasions when all of its 
foster homes have been occupied. 


PERHAPS THE best news for Shel- 


ter is that a 17th volunteer home 
recently has been approved. Paul 
Buckholz asked that I include a plea 
for more homes. 


Buckholz freely praised quite a few 


people. He had especially nice com- 
ments for Jennie Riechers. "She is 
really the one who came up with the 
motivation," he insisted. 


But there was that day long ago 


when Sgt. Paul Buckholz had been as- 
signed to investigate allegations of 
child abuse. 


He found a little, baby, not one year 


old, who had been beaten. The whole 
thing bothered him immensely. 


"You go home with it," said Paul

Two proposed senior citizens' housing projects in Mount'Prospect 


have received preliminary approval for federal funding. The U.S. '. 
Dept. of Housing and Urban Development has approved annual 
funding of 1342,840 for Dell Corp. proposed six-story 100-unit apart- 
ment complex for senior citizens north of Rand and Central roads. 
HUD has also approved $1.4 million for a 214-unit seniors' apart- 
ment complex at Huntington Commons, Golf and Elmhurst roads. 
Funding will be used for rent subsidies. 


Land sale mulled in money woes 


Elk Grove Village officials are considering selling land formerly 


designated for an all-purpose arena in order to save $58,000 in 
interest costs. The village purchased the land in 1974 using a $1.74 
million lout with $758,000 in Interest costs. Village officials, seeking 
ways to offset an anticipated $1,758,000 budget deficit for 1976-77, 
have earmarked $117,725 In the budget for interest charges. Village 
Finance Director George C. Coney, however, says $58,000 can be 
trimmed from the interest charges if the land is sold by October. 
The village Is not scheduled to pay on the loan principal until next 
year. The arena proposal was abandoned after negative results of a 
feasibility study. 


Mikva to propose air noise curb 


A proposal for curbing excessive airport noise will be presented 


today at 1 p.m. by U.S. Rep. Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, at the Des 
Plaines Civic Center, 1420 Miner St. Mikva aide Rita Rice said the 
proposals "apply only to the Chicago airports and are intended as 
recommendations to the city." The U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency recently announced it plans to propose curfews on takeoffs 
and landings, purchase of buffer zones around airports, modi- 
fication of existing jets and new noice standards In aircraft con- 
struction. Ms. Rice said Mikva's proposals are not related directly 
to the EPA's planned recommendations.

test to city officials about garbage fees they are paying because 
other city residents receive free garbage trash pickup. "We are 
entitled to free garbage service the same as other single-family 
homeowners in the city now enjoy," said Steve Forsythe, spokes- 
man for the Three Fountains Condominium Assn. Forsytht said 
single-family homeowners receive about $40 in garbage bags for 
free each year. The condominium owners also pay $24 a vtar for 
garbage service. Aid. Daniel Weber, 4th, said while condominium 
owners are legally single-family homes, "from the city aspect con- 
cerning service, they are referred to as multiple-family dwellings." 
Forsythe said his group will present its protest Tuesday to the 
village public works committee. 


Cool; April showers likely 
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After Saturday fracas 
Order restored at area hospital

Order was restored Sunday at For- 


est Hospital, Des Plaines, following 
an early morning fracas Saturday in- 
volving, at least a dozen patients and 
staff members. 


No one was seriously injured in the 


disturbance that broke out in the ado- 
lescent ward of the 140-patient psy- 
chiatric hospital, said'Dr. Rudolph 
Novick, medical director of the facil- 
ity, 555 Wilson Ave. 


T w e n t y-five riot-helmeted Des 


Plaines policemen, Cook County Sher- 
iff's deputies and state troopers were 


called to the scene and although they 
did not intervene, their presence cur- 
bed the fighting, Novick said. 


The .disturbance, erupted when one 


15-year-old boy became violent and 
threw a soft drink can at a staff mem- 
ber, .Novick said. Several other ado- 
lescent patients in the 35-patient ward 
jumped in when the staff' member 
tried to restrain the youngster. The 
others apparently thought the staff 
member was trying to harass him, 
Novick said. 


"A GOODLY NUMBER* of other 


patients stood nearby and "cheered" 


the 15-year-oH, "but a few did get 
into it," lie said. 


Two youngsters also had ripped 


clothes-hanging rods from closets and 
brandished them but they were not 
used. 


1 Damage amounted to little more 
than a broken window, a torn screen 
and broken door lock. Patients could 
have walked out of the hospital be- 


cause of the broken door but no one 
did, Novick said. 


The doctor said the scuffle ended 


when he arrived at the scene. He said 
when he arrived, the patients only 
request was that the police be asked 
to leave. There were no arrests. 


He said police came no closer to the 


scene than the corridor of the ward 
building.

in West bank 


BEIT EL. Israeli-occupied Jordan 


(UPI) — Hundreds of Arabs raised 
Palestine 
Liberation 
Organization 


flags and tossed rocks at Israeli 
troops in scattered protests against 
a Zionist march In the West Bank 
Towns of N'ablus, Ramallah and Je- 
nin. No Injuries were reported. 


The march, organized by the fer- 


vently Zionist Gush Emunim move- 
ment, set out in the cold dawn from 
the wind-swept plains of Belt El, 
where the Old Testament says God 
told Abraham. "Rise up and walk 
throughout the length of the land be- 
cause I lave given it to you." 


Jeeploads of Israeli troops armed 


with automatic rifles lined the 20-mile 
route from Beit El to Jericho to guard 
against attacks by guerrillas or local 
Arabs opposed to Jewish settlement in 
the region. 


A spokesman for Gush Emunim, 


which means Band of Believers in 
Hebrew, said more than 45.000 per- 
sons joined the march; which comes 
in the middle of the Passover holi- 
days. But Israel's semiofficial nation- 
al radio put the number at about 
20.000. 


Many of the marchers carried sub- 


machine guns, pistols and guitars In 
response 
to newspaper advertise- 


ments asking "owners of firearms 
and musical instruments" to bring 
them along. 


The trek follows months of Arab un- 


rest in the region and municipal elec- 
tions last Monday that saw candidates 
committed to creation of a Palesti- 
nian state in the region sweep nearly 
all 22 West Bank towns. 


The marchers — youths with back- 


packs, sleeping bags and canteens, 
families pushing baby carriages and 
young women in shorts and sandals — 
were expected to spend the night in 
Kachav Hashahar, half way to Je- 
richo. 


Loudspeakers blasted Israeli folk 


music and announcements. Makeshift 
kiosks supplied food. Ambulances pro- 
vided first aid. Vendors sold Gush 
Emunim T-shirts. 


Rabbi Moshe Levinger of Kiryat 


Arba. an Israeli settlement near 
Hebron, said the marchers "have 
nothing against the Arabs" but want 
to show that the West Bank, like all 
of Israel, "belongs to the Jewish 
people." 


Henry Wolff, a 75-year-old tourist 


from Boooklyn, N.Y., said he joined 
the march because "I think it's im- 
portant to. show the world that an Is- 
raeli can live wherever he wants." 


Political analysts said Gush Emu- 


nim's ability to organize such march- 
es — they staged a simitar one last 
Passover — has hampered govern- 
ment moderates in efforts to negotiate 
the future of the West Bank, captured 
from Jordan in the 1967 Middle East 
War.

Pope warns against 
Waving' for wealth 


Pope Paul VI. his voice strong despite one of the most taxing 


Holy Weeks of his 12-year reign, warned the world Easter Sunday 
that a "blind craving" for earthly wealth could only feed mankind's 
unhapptness. 


The 78-year-old pontiff celebrated an outdoor mass on the sun- 


washed steps of St. Peter's Square before an audience of more than 
150,000. 


Then he reemcrged and delivered his Urbi et Orbi (To the City 


and The World) Easter message from the basilica's main balcony. 
The Pope lamented that "an army of deniers and critics" 
was working to depirve Easter of its essential meaning — salvation 
through the resurrection of Jesus Christ nearly 2,000 years ago.

rection K it were not taught that "the blind craving exclusively for 
temporal prosperity could bring man a greater unhappiness gener- 
ated by the very expansion of his capacity to desire more and of his 
possibility to enjoy more."

The threats are 
coming every day." Miss Hearst, 22, was convicted March 20 of a 
San Francisco bank robbery with the radical Symbionese Liber- 
ation Army and is reported to have given information about her 
ex-revolutionary comrades to get a light sentence.

MINOT, N.D. (UPI) - The flood- 


ing Souris River reached a record 
crest in Minot early Easter Sun- 
day, one foot lower and half a day 
earlier than expected, < raising 
hopes that workers would win the 
battle to prevent swamping a 
third of the city of 32,000. 


While the river began to fall 


slowly, thousands attended Easter 
services, many of them in the- 
aters, empty buildings and even a 
hospital meeting room after evac- 


uating their churches. Workers 
kept up the battle on the big 10-to 
20-foot clay dikes in the often- 
flooded city. 


"We can see the end of the tun- 


nel in this long, hard fight," May- 
or Chester Reiten said. "But 
we're not over the danger yet. 
The next week or so will be criti- 
cal." 


The river, which has flooded al- 


most annually since 1969, was 
within inches of the tops of dikes 


in some places on Minot's 35-mile 
diking system. Trucks piled on 
more dirt in danger spots. Work- 
ers lay plastic sheets along the 
waterline to slow erosion. 


The 13,000 persons who evac- 


uated the central low area along 
the winding river won't be able to 
return to their homes Tor at least 
a week, City Mgr. John Arnold 
said. 


Two shopping centers, another 


hundred stores, 10 churches and 


six schools also will remain closed 
until the danger has passed. 


Several hundred persons were 


homeless at the east edge of the 
city where the water spread a 
mile or more wide — over farm- 
land and through woods. 


A crest is expected Monday at 


the town of Velva, 22 miles down- 
stream where 1,200 of 3,600 resi- 
dents have evacuated. More than 
400,000 acres of farmland also are 
flooded in four counties along the 
valley. 


'Strong, steady pace' 
Economy on upward trend 


by LEONARD CURRY 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The swell- 


ing number of people regaining jobs 
and getting pay raises combined with 
increasing production has raised the 
nation's economy almost back to its 
level before the Arab oil embargo and 
the subsequent recession. 


The upward trend is established in 


a series of economic indicators made 
public by the federal government in 
recent weeks. 


The separate indicators and eco- 


nomic data are combined each three 
months and called the Gross National 
Product, the broadest measure of the 
nation's economic activity. 


It is the government's way of esti- 


mating the value in dollars of every- 
thing the nation produces in the forms 
of goods such as cars, refrigerators, 
housing and food, or in the form of 
services such as medical care, insur- 
ance and dry cleaning. 


The Commerce Dept., which gath- 


ers the data, will report Monday on 
the GNP for the first three months of 
1976. 


The GNP will show dramatic im- 


'T/ie GNP issued today will show dramatic improve- 
ment over the first quarter when the recession teas at 
its worst.' 


provement over the first quarter of 
last year when the recession was at 
its worst. But more important, it will 
show the economic recovery that be- 
gan last April is continuing at a 
strong, steady pee. 


Personal income of Americans has 


increased to $1.33 trillion and the 
number of people with jobs is the 
highest ever despite a 7.5 per cent 
unemployment rate. Since consumer 
spending accounts for two-thirds of 
GNP, this combination of events has 
given a strong boost to the economic 
indicator. 


When the GNP increased 4.9 per 


cent in the final three months of 1975, 
the only negative factors were hous- 
ing and inventories — goods that are 
produced in surplus for future sales. 


Housing starts jumped a record 27 


per 
cent in February while in- 


ventories increased $3 billion in Feb- 
ruary and March. 


The inventory gain occurred despite 


fast-paced auto sales that depleted in- 
ventories during a period when the in- 
dustry was producing at the fastest 
rate since October 1974. A month lat- 
er, the bottom fell out of the 'automo- 
bile industry. Job layoffs spurred the 
unemployment rate to a 34-year high 
of 9.2 per cent by June 1975. 


The only weakness expected in the 


GNP report will be in imports and ex- 
ports. After more than a year of inter- 
national trade surpluses, the United 
States has slipped into a small deficit. 


The surplus occurred primarily be- 


cause the United States imports con- 


sumer goods and exports machinery 
and food. Because the purchase of 
consumer goods can more easily be 
postponed or stopped than purchases 
of food, farming, business and manu- 
facturing 
equipment, t h e United 


States moved into a strong surplus po- 
sition. 


A swing back to net deficit in inter- 


national trade is encouraging — 
Americans once again have the mon- 
ey and confidence to buy consumer 
goods.

CAB to probe overbooking 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Civil 


Aeronautics Board, citing rising com- 
plaints from consumers, has decided 
to reexamine for the first time in 
nearly 10 years the problem of airline 
overbooking of passengers. 


It said it wants to consider whether 


refund provisions for overbooked pas- 
sengers are adequate and whether an- 
other system — such as higher prices 
for "guaranteed" seats and a cheaper 
take-your-chances price for other 
seats — might be used. 


In a notice to be published in Mon- 


day's Federal Register, the agency 
reports the number of airline passen- 
gers denied boarding because too 
many seats were sold has begun ris- 
ing again. In 1968, it said, about 10 in 
every 10,000 passengers were over- 
booked. That fell to a low of 4.6 per 
10,000 in 1973 but rose to 5.8 in 1974 
and bit 6 per 10,000 teat year. 


"It would appear that white the car- 


riers were able to achieve a dramatic 
improvement in lowering the rate of 
oversales shortly after implementa- 
tion of Part 250 (the current over- 
booking compensation rules) . . . 
there now appears to be developing a 
trend toward a higher rate of over- 
sales," the CAB said. 


It said complaints of oversales are 


received by its Office of the Consumer 
A d v o c a t e 
and consumer dis- 


satisfaction has been shown "by sev- 
eral lawsuits which have recently 
been instituted against carriers by 
oversold passengers." 


The board added it "has not at this 


time arrived at any conclusions, even 
tentative ones, as to what further 
regulatory action ... should be taken. 
At' this time we are persuaded only 
that our responsibilities under the act 
require that we fully re-examine, for 
the first time in close to 10 years, the 
baadc problem and all possible al- 


ternatives solutions or ameliorations." 


Current rules require airlines to get 


overbooked passengers to their desti- 
nation within two hours of the original 
arrival time (four hours for overseas 
flights) or refund the ticket price (and 
still get the passengers where they 
are going) to a maximum of $200 and 
a minimum of $25. 


Monday's notice is a call for inter- 


ested parties to submit comments on 
the problem. 


The CAB said it wants to consider 


whether there should be "a system of 
guranteed reservations for passengers 
desiring definite assurance against 
overbooking, (with) such guaranteed 
reservations possibly to be attended 
by either a small additional charge, a 
no-show penalty, or both." 


It also said it would consider wheth- 


er the present $200 ceiling on the 
reimbursement for overbooked pas- 
sengers who don't get to their destina- 
tion in two hours should be raised.

Party invited 


school defeat 


The school board election in 


Schaumburg Township Disl. 54 
should put to rest any ideas po- 
litical parties may have about 
getting involved in school af- 
fairs. 


The election, one of the most 


hotly contested in the area, re- 
sulted in the defeat of two in- 
cumbent board members who 
had been supported by (he nor- 
mally powerful Republican Or- 
ganization of Schaumburg Town- 
ship (ROOST). 


When the votes were tallied, 


two candidates, Arlene Czaj- 
kowski and Dennis Watts, who 
had been endorsed by the town- 
ship's Democratic organization 
and 
the district's teacher's 


union, had won. The third candi- 
date elected was Elizabeth Car- 


penter, a ROOST endorsed can- 
didate. 


It seems unlikely that the elec- 


tion was won or lost by anyone 
on the basis of the political party 
endorsements. 


If that were the case it would 


indicate a dramatic upsurge in 
the power of the township's 
Democratic organization and a 
drop in GOP strength — events 
for which there is no corroborat- 
ing evidence. 


We have always felt that polit- 


ical party involvement in school 
affairs is unhealthy, that school 
politics should be non-partisan. 


Partisan politics tends to ob- 


scure, rather than clarify, the 
kinds of issues that face school 
boards. School problems do not 
divide up into "Republican" and 
"Democratic" sides. 


Now the Dist. 54 election has 


added another reason for politi- 
cal parties to steer clear of 
school elections — their own 
self-interest. Since specific is- 
sues and community attitudes 
are -so much more likely to de- 
termine election outcomes than 
political labels, it makes no 
sense for a party to commit its 
prestige where It can have little 
influence, 


ROOST's experience in the 


Dist. 54 election may serve as a 
valuable object lesson to politi- 
cal organizations. 


Domination of Caucus 
ended in District 25? 


The democratic process won a 


victory in 
Arlington Heights 


Dist. 25's school board election 
April 10. 


In that election, for the first 


time'in about 20 years, the Dist. 
25 Caucus (which prefers to call 
i t s e l f the nominating com- 
mittee) suffered a defeat. One of 
the three candidates it endorsed 
was 
beaten 
by 
independent 


James Foster. 


School caucuses can serve 


useful functions in school dis- 
tricts by screening and recom- 
mending candidates. But when 
the caucus becomes too strong, 
it can distort the democratic 


process and deny voters a mean- 
ignful choice among candidates. 


The Caucus in Dist. 25, for too 


many years, was considered in- 
vincible, and well qualified can- 
didates were discouraged from 
competing. 


While the caucus itself prob- 


ably will be a fixture in Arling- 
ton Heights for many years, 
hopefully it will not regain the 
total ability to influence school 
elections. 


Instead, the caucus should be- 


come one — and only one — way 
for a candidate to run for the 
Dist. 25 board. In that way, the 
voters will be served with real 
choices in their elections.

Primary system tvorhing 
Carter: possible to stop?

In spite of all the dire predictions, 


the American primary election sys- 
tem is doing its job. If the prolifera- 
tion of Democratic candidates for the 
presidency confused the journalistic 
profession, it does not seem to have 
baffled the voters, who have been sif- 
ting and sorting the candidates as 
briskly as anybody could ask. Where 
there were a dozen two months ago, 
now there are three that matter — 
three who are campaigning, that is. A 
fourth, Sen. Hubert Humphrey, is 
waiting hi hopes that the sequence of 
primaries and caucuses may have 
failed to produce an irresistible candi- 
date when the national party con- 
vention conies in July. There are 
signs that he, or his friends, have 
started to lend a helping hand here 
and there to bring such a 
failure 


about. But other signs suggest that if 
they are to pull it off, they will have 
to try harder. 


By now the primary elections that 


have been held amount to a fairly sol- 
id sampling of the United States east 
of the Mississippi, from Massachu- 
setts to Illinois and from Florida to 
Wisconsin. The sampling has singled 
out Jimmy Carter, Henry Jackson 
and Mo (for Morris) Udall, three can- 
didates sufficiently distinct from each 
other to offer the voters who remain 
to be counted (still a majority) a ra- 
tional choice. The sampling has also 
supplied information about the rela- 
tive handicaps of the three. ' 


Sen, Jackson has pretty well over- 


come the personal drawbacks — te- 
dium and lack of outward style — that 
counted against him for a time. But 
his performance so far uncovers an- 
other drawback: the existence in the 
Democratic party of a substantial 
body of defjnite opposition 'to him on 
political grounds. Although anti-war 
and'anti-military sentiment has large- 
ly evaporated as a factor with the vot- 


ers, it seems to survive vestigial!^ as 
a factor against Jackson This opposi- 
tion to Jackson will dog him right up 
to the July convention. 


HE GOT HIS expected victory in 


New York recently, but on a smaller 
scale than he had claimed to expect, 
and that in spile of a very low voter 
turn-out, which worked in his favor. 
Some of the districts he was hoping to 
carry wandered away to Udall, but 
that still left a block of votes looking 
for some home other than Jacks&i, 
and many of them are likely to end up 
voting for Humphrey if they get the 
chance. 


Udall did not badly in New York, 


and not badly in Wisconsin on the 
same day, so his candidacy gets a 
reprieve from the extinction it was 
widely thought to be threatened with. 
Udall has survived to meet Jackson 
and Carter in the next electoral con- 
test, a big triangular affair in Penn- 
sylvania on April 27. 


Udall has made good his claim to be 


the leading "liberal" or "progres- 
sive" in the field, and might well 
make a good president. Unhappily, 
however, the success he had in New 
York was modest enough to suggest 
that his cause did not exactly catch 
fire there, 'in Wisconsin, though he 
made a total sweep of the state capi- 
tal, Madison, with its Progressive tra- 
dition and its big university complex, 
in the state at large he did not catch 
fire either, and so he just failed to 
bring off the victory over Jimmy Car- 
ter that he and his supporters had 
hoped for. If he could not quite man- 
age it in Wisconsin, where can lie? 


Carter has survived as the new po- 


litical phenomenon of the year, a 
thing that inevitably arouses opposi- 
tion to him. Something of this kind 
happened after his first success in 
New Hampshire. It happened again 
after his later success in Illinois. 
Udall got some unexpected help in 
Wisconsin as a result, but not enough 
to stop Carter winning there. By now 


he has won six elections and lost two, 
a record neither of the others can 
match. The sort of opposition Carter 
faces could start to melt if his prog- 
ress begins to look irresistible. 


Uncertainties lurk down the road: 


newcomers like Frank Church and 
Gov. Jerry Brown of California, and 
an assortment of favorite sons. Still, if 
the friends of Humphrey are to put 
together an effective effoi;t to arrest 
Carter's rise, now has to be the mo- 
ment for it. The contest in Pennsylva- 
nia, three weeks after the ones in New 
York and Wisconsin, looks open, but 
after that come three more in the first 
days of May — in Texas, Indiana and 
Carter's own state of Georgia — 
which offer Carter opportunities. ' 


IF JACKSON falls away, no great 


issue of foreign policy separate the 
possible Democratic candidates. . In 
domestic matters it is somewhat dif- 
ferent. Udall would be decidedly more 
expansionist than Carter' in economic 
policy, more willing to tamper with 
the corporate structure of industry, 
and probably more interested in so- 
cial experiment. 
"' Between Carter and Humphrey the 
issue has been drawn already, for 
what it is worth: whether the federal 
government should be "big" or little. 
Carter says little, Humphrey big, but 
what their argument really means has 
barely begun to be explored. 


This year's Democratic nomination 


is no' empty prlza President Ford is 
the all but inevitable opponent for 
whoever is the Democratic nominee; 
he has noW won six primary elections 
to Ronald Reagan's one, and is far 
ahead of Reagan in committed dele- 
gates. All the same, he has a per- 
sistently solid negative Republican 
vote to worry about. In New York 
there was no Republican contest, but 
in Wisconsin Reagan got 44 per cent 
of the vote to Mr. Ford's 55 per cent, 
with the most slender of efforts. Mr. 
Ford, it is plain, has not solved the 
problem of getting his party's un- 
grudging support. 


Hughes: immense wealth 
and a mania for secrecy

WASHINGTON — Whatever even- 


tually happens to the vast and tangled 
financial empire that Howard Hughes 
left on his death, it is! certain that 
scores of lawyers will grow rich dis- 
puting the proceeds of his estate, esti- 
mated at $1.5 to 2 billion. Towards the 
end of his life, the whereabouts of the 
reclusive billionaire inspired as much 
speculation as the existence of the 
Loch Ness monster or the origin of 
flying saucers. It was not surprising 
therefore that doubts should have per- 
sisted over whether it was really he 
who died and whether he had or had 
not left a will. 


By all accounts, the emaciated 70- 


year-old man who died of kidney fail- 
. lire on a private flight from Acapulco 
was indeed Hughes, the country's sec- 
ond richest man. He had been an air 
ace, aircraft designer and owner of 
One of the world's biggest airlines.- He 
died en route to' a hospital in Houston, 
where he was born and where he was 
buried. 
- 


His habits were eccentric and his 


financial dealings mysterious. His 


name cropped up repeatedly during 
the Watergate scandals. 


The businesses in which he had 


made his fortune, thanks in part to 
huge government contracts, were oil 
drilling, aircraft, films and, later, mil- 
itary helicopters.^ He .bought Trans 
World Airlines and RKO Pictures and 
sold both at a large personal profit. 
The empire he left, which included 
large gambling interests inJLas Vegas 
as well as big parts of Nevada and 
southern California, was consolidated 
in 1972 in" the Summa Corporation. 
This was his personal holding com- 
pany. He owned all the shares and is- 
sued no accounts. 


Hughes Tool, his original company, 


inherited from his father, went public 
in 1972. The ownership of Hughes Air- 
craft, one of the largest suppliers of 
satellites, 
missiles 
and 
electronic 


equipment to the military, was trans- 
ferred to the Howard Hughes Medical 
Foundation in Miami, a partially tax- 
exempt charitable foundation. It was 
believed that Hughes wished to le'aye 
most of his fortune to the institute. 


At his death,1 Hughes was a much 


sought after man. Plaintiffs and pros- 
ecutors in numerous legal suits sought 


his presence in court in vain. He ig- 
nored them all. Chief among these 
was "a suit by the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission against Hughes 
and Summa Corporation for alleged 
stock manipulation during Hughes's 
takeover of the Las Vegas based air- 
line, Airwesl, in December, 1968. 


Others will miss Mr. Hughes's day in 


court. The Las Vegas newspaper pub- 
lisher, Hank Greenspun, is suing Sum- 
ma Corporation for $142 million. Sum- 
ma,-he says, wrongfully placed a lien 
on 2,000 acres of land he owned as 
security against an unpaid debt to 
Hughes. Defense attorneys in a crimi- 
nal trial in Los Angeles would have 
welcomed Hughes's testimony as well. 
The Defendant, Donald Woolbright, is 
accused of criminal extortion for try- 
ing to sell back to Mr. Hughes for $1 
million some personal paper's stolen 
from Summ'a's offices.

Mrs. Spacapan is the program coor- 


dinator for an infant learning-devel- 
o p m e n t program called CHILD, 
Clearbrook Helps Infant Learning De- 
velopment, associated 
with Clear- 


brook Center, Rolling Meadows. Her 
students are mothers whose children, 
ail under age three, are delayed in 
their mental or physical development. 


MRS. SPACAPAN and the CHILD 


staff teaches these mothers how to 
speed up their children's devel- 
opment. Some children are delayed 
because of mental retardation, heart 
defects or cerebral palsy. Some de- 
lays are undiagnosed. 


Early 'Rand*

"The really important part of this 


program happens at home," Mrs. 
Spacapan said. Using the children as 
"props" during two 2-hour sessions a 
week, she teaches their mothers ways 
they can help their children every 
hour of every day. 


"The first few years of life are the 


most important for all of us," said Dr. 
Robert Minkus, the pediatrician asso- 
ciated with the program. "This is 
doubly true for those who have devel- 
opmental problems. What we are real- 
ly doing here is teaching the mothers 
techniques to maximize their chil- 
dren's developments." 


Minkus said the mothers learn phys- 


ical therapy exercises that they -can 
do with their children at home as well 
as different ways to teach them aca- 
demics. 


"THESE MOMS know they have to 


make the extra effort for their kids," 
teacher Carol Broderick said. "We 
tell them that while they're giving 
their kids a bath they should say, 
'Now this is your arm,' or talk about 
the smell if they're cooking a turkey." 


"One unsung thing about this pro- 


gram is that all the mothers in the 
class are pulling for all the children," 
Mrs. Spacapan said. "When you see 
other people being interested in your 
child, it makes it easier. There's an 
encouraging attitude here because 
someone is sure to succeed every day, 
maybe in rolling over. 


> The support the parents lend each 
other is another important part of the 
program, Mrs. Spacapan said, be- 
cause mothers of delayed children 
have special problems to share. 


The mothers have time alone and as 


a group to consult Minkus. Questions 
range from how much a child should 
eat, to whether a retarded child will 
ever stop learning to technical points 
about amino acids, 


"JUST BECAUSE a child is delayed 


in some way now doesn't mean he's 
always going to be delayed, but just 
that at this time he needs some help 
to catch up," Minkus said. 


Whatever the delay, the CHILD pro- 


gram has a staff member to help. Be- 
sides the two classroom 
teachers, 


there is a physical therapist, occupa- 
tional therapist, psychologist, speech 
therapist and social workers. 


Lessons taught include coordination 


therapy, language stimulation, help 
with concept development such as the 
relationship between big and little,

has been in CHILD since the program 
began in 1974, but is now three years 
old and ready to go to Kirk Center for 


the handicapped in Palatine. 


MRS. 
McDONALD said the pro- 


gram is "great. It's done so much for 
Katie. I know she's ready to go to 
Kirk, "but I really1 hate to see her 
leave this program." 


The Infant learning-development 


program began with 13 children and 
is now up to 33. The maximum is 40. 


"Everything we teach is a learned 


behavior," Mrs. Spacapan said. "We 
just stimulate the children to do 


things faster than they would have 
done it without us. 


"We don't promise them a rose gar- 


den," she said, "but we promise to 
care. We don't promise to work mir- 
acles, but we promise to work."

not see her tears. 


Sophia worked hard; there was no 


time for rest till lamps were out. Her 
arms ached from hand laundry, soap 
making, cleaning other folks' dirt and 
canning their food. 


BUT SUNDAY was hers to do as 


she pleased. And pleased she was 
with the attentions of that nice new 
town blacksmith, Lewis B. Schar- 
ringhausen, whose shop stood on El- 
linwood Street, directly across from 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
depot. 


After their marriage, they lived at 


that site until a personal tragedy oc- 
curred, Lewis took his toddler son to 
the tracks to see the mail train come 
In. The baby was lifted to the empty 
mail cart, and fell. But he seemed un- 
hurt and continued to smile as he 
watched the "choo-choo." 


The next morning a distraught 


Sophia found the child too still in his 
crib. He had died from a hairlne frac- 
ture from the fall of the previous day. , 


FROM THEN ON. Lewis, working 


In his shop, could not bear to look 
across to the scene of the disaster. 
Sophia, heavy with the next child, 
packed up and dutifully followed him 
(where the bank now stands) and then 
to another at Lee and Prairie (now 
the site of a travel agency.) 


But Lewis could not overcome his 


sorrow. Each night he retreated to the 
quiet sanctuary of the barn where, in 
the dim light of a kerosene lantern, he 
pondered his deep loss. Grief was 
overwhelming him. His friends rallied 
to help. A lawyer named Scott sug- 
gested he study law. In the course of 
time, he did, arid became a lawyer 
and realtor, and finally village clerk 
(equivalent to today's "mayor" title). 


THE ROOTS SET DOWN in Des 


Plaines by Sophia and Lewis and 
their eight children are deep and 
strong. This churning city, spewing 
out the old and creating the new, was 
built on foundations laid down by old 
timers such as my ancestors who set- 
tled in a town of teepees and log cab- 
ins. 


When you pass that great crane in 


the middle of superblock, speak kind- 
ly of the rubble. We have risen from a 
handful of pioneers to almost 60,000 
strong.

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Medical unit 
learns by 
helping out

It may be 10 hard years before 


young Mark Bostrom, an Arlington 
High School senior, becomes a doctor 
— If he makes it to and through medi- 
cal school at all. 


"I've learned how the competition Is 


so stiff. But right now, that's my goal. 
1 want to take premed courses at Car- 
thage College," he says. 


Part of Mark's realistic under- 


standing of the pressures of a medical 
education and career grows out of his 
experience with a special group of 
Northwest suburban Explorer Scouts 
— Medical Explorers Post 334 spon- 
sored by Northwest Community Hos- 
pital. Arlington Heights 


"HIGH SCHOOL students have an 


opportunity to try to understand medi- 
cine. It's exposure as much as any- 
thing else," Mark says. 


There are currently 113 high school 


boys »nd girls in Medical Explorer 
Post 334, all of whom have an interest 
in a future career in health care. 
They meet twice • month at the hospi- 
tal to learn from one of the medical 
experts brought in by their advisor, 
Dr. Frank Carter, or to assist in the 
training of new fire department para- 
medics by posing as accident victims 
or even psychotic "haulers," 


During the evenings and on week- 


ends, Scouts serve as patient escorts 
in the hospital. The group also takes 
field trips to area medical schools and 
hospitals. 


"We took a trip to Cook County Hos- 


pital, and I saw the obstetrics depart- 
ment and decided that's where I 
wanted to be if 1 go anywhere in nurs- 
ing," says Martha Simon, an Arling- 
ton High School senior who has been a 
Medical Explorer for three years. 


"IT HELPED ME decide what field 


to go into. Obstetrics Just happened to 
hit me and now I work in an ob-gy- 
necologlst's office," she says. After 
graduation, Martha intends to go to 
Loyola's nursing school. 


Carter said he helped start Medical 


Explorers several years ago after he 
was asked to help by a neighbor who 
was active in Scouting. 


"We surveyed the sophomore (high 


IT'S A LONG, hard road of education and training for the medical 
profession, but area youngsters interested in medical careers are getting 
an understanding of the field through an Explorer Scout training pro- 
gram sponsored by Northwest Community Hospital, Arlington Heights. 


school) classes in the area and found 
that there were some 600 students in- 
terested in medical related fields. We 
were crawling along until this year 
when we were able to get the students 
to participate more," Carter says. 


The program provides a more rea- 


listic look at medicine than high 
school students might otherwise get 
"Hopefully it will either encourage or 
discourage their interest," he said. 


Robert Immen, parent advisor to 


the Scouts, said that jobs in the medi- 
cal field are one thing the program 
cannot provide ''A lot of people come 
to us because they think we can get 
them a job in a doctor's office or as a 
nursing assistant We can't," he says 


STUDENTS NEED NO prior experi- 


ence to join Medical Explorers, only 


an interest and willingness to snpnd 
time in the program. 


For Donna McKerlie, a junior at 


Hersey High School, that can mean 
doing your homework in the hospital 
lobby while waiting to escort a patient 
to X-ray or their hospital room. 


"Trips to obstetrics — they're the 


exciting ones One woman was in la- 
bor right on the elevator, with con- 
tractions just two minutes apart. I 
was excited but she was perfectly 
calm," she said. 


Donna says she does not know what 


medical job she wants to pursue. "I'm 
here so I can get some ideas," she 
says.

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Fanabel more interested 
in people than in money

Fanabel Mugford could have trav- 


eled more than one road-to-success. 
She has taught college, performed in 
opera, directed and sung in choirs, 
played organ. She has worked in busi- 
ness management, public relations 
and fund raising. She's done it all... 
and more. 


But Mrs. Mugford, now director of 


volunteers and liaison to auxiliary at 
G o o d w i l l Industries of Chicago, 
"delights in helping people." 


That conviction is the main reason 


she's stayed 11 years at Goodwill, an 
organization of self-help, non-profit 
sheltered workshops with numerous 
programs for evaluating and helping 
handicapped persons. "I learned to 
care about people from my mother. I 
am more Interested in helping others 
than in money," she declared. 


FANABEL JUGGLED several ca- 


reer choices as she was growing up. 
She pursued talent in music, playing 
organ and singing in the church choir 
in her hometown of Hastings, Neb. 


Her parents are teachers and at one 


time both taught at Hastings Business 
College, which her father owned. Nat- 
urally Fanabel was trained in busi- 
ness techniques.

Choosing the family teaching tradi- 


tion, she studied for a bachelor's in 
sociology at Hastings College, a 
small, four-year liberal arts college, 
where her mother eventually became 
head of business administration and 
dean of women. Her mother, now age 
85, and father, 94, still keep active. 
She and other family members often 
go back to Hastings to visit them, 
Fanabel said. 


Fanabel left Hastings to study for 


master's in sociology at the Universi- 
ty of Nebraska, reparing to teach at 
college level. But she didn't abandon 
her music. She also studied voice, 
played organ and sang solo at First 
Presbyterian Church in Lincoln, later 
earning a master's in music at Ameri- 
can Conservatory of Music in Chi- 
cago. 


MRS. MUGFORD first came to Chi- 


cago when an anonymous music-lover 
heard her sing and financed her way 
to attend a Metropolitan Opera series.

She chose to teach at Wright Junior 


College where she could sing with the 
college band and orchestra. "I de- 
cided to make music my avocation 
because at Wright I could fit in music 
with a teaching career," she ex- 
plained. 


Since then, Fanabel has performed ex- 
tensively 
throughout the Chicago 


area, including group radio and TV 
appearances. Mostly she has worked 
professionally and as a volunteer in 
religious music. 


ORGANIST AND choir director at 


G r a c e Logan Square Methodist 
Church in Chicago 15 years, she now 
sings in choir at Community Pre- 


- styberian Church in Mount Prospect 


where she and husband Wesley are 
members. The Mugfords live in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


A widow 10 years before meeting 


her present spouse, Fanabel met both 
Wesley and her first husband, a Chi- 
cago attorney-turned-college professor 
at Northwestern University at church. 
Her first husband sang tenor in the 
church choir. Wesley, an engineer 36 
years with American Telephone and 
Telegraph, was on the board of 
trustees at Wellington Church in Chi- 
cago where the couple met. 


Fanabel was sure she'd never mar- 


ry again and never dated after her 
husband of just seven years died, but 
changed her mind when she met Wes 
eight years later. "We liked one an- 
other instantly, and we have so much 
in common," she said. The couple 
married in two years. 


MRS. MUGFORD helped rear two 


young stepdaughters and now shares 
family life with four married step- 
children, and grandchildren. Her first 
marriage, she mused, was "tradition- 
al and happy," her second, "a sharing 
one." "I am divinely happy," she con- 
fided, a smile matching her words. 


Mrs. Mugford's formula for happy 


living is sharing, caring . . . and 
working. She's done plenty of all 
three. 


She left Wright College and teaching 


to travel on a year's lecture tour 
through Europe with her first hus- 
band. After he died, she ventured into 
the business world, working as office 
manager for Waste-King Corp. in 
Skokie for seven years. She then be- 
came interested in public relations 
and fund raising. 


SHE WAS field director for Project 


Hope and for a year lived a double 


life, she said. Commuting to Detroit 
where she organized Project's first 
women volunteers, she flew back to 
Chicago each weekend. 


She picked up her Siamese cat, 


Cookie (who recently died at age 16 
and is sorely missed), took care of 
her wardrobe and cleaned her anart- 
ment each weekend. But mostly Fana- 
bel was in church, practicing and/or 
performing and directing church mu- 
sic. 


She declined an offer to work per- 


manently in Detroit, and started at 
Goodwill Industries in 1965, where she 
says she wears many hats. "No two 
days are alike!" she said, laughing. 


In addition to soliciting, teaching 


and directing volunteers — and help- 
ing Auxiliary members with benefits 
and other activities — Mrs. Mugford 
directs chapel services, plays organ 
and has directed the Goodwill choir.

Shorten, don't lengthen a too short coat 


Dear Eunice Farmer, 


I can't believe it, but this is the sec- 


ond time in recent years that I have 
struggled with a coat, only to find that 
the next season it was too abort. I've 
never seen a coat yet that had the 
hem let down that didn't look it. What 
would you advise as a practical solu- 
tion? - Mrs. T. J. K. 


Dear Mr. T. J. K., 


Take heart. Your problem could be 


worse. Since the last few years, the 
length has changed, and the one or 
two Inches you could "let-down" 
doesn't do the trick. Much more 
length is required. It is almost impos- 
sible to lengthen a coat, so, instead, 
shorten it. 


Yes, you can make a very fashion- 


able "shirt-coat," or "pant coat" as 
seen in ready-to-wear. These short 
coats, usually about finger tip length, 
can be worn beautifully over pants or 
the new longer skirts. Since all of us 
are built differently, you may pin the 
coat up with two different lengths and, 
see which is more flattering. I think 
you'll end up with a coat that you will 
love and will wear more than the oria- 


In the future when making a coat, 


always make it a few inches longer 
than your dress length. It is perfectly 
acceptable and will be wearable if 
skirt* go up or down. 


Sew simple 


h> fimice Farmer 


Dear Eunice Farmer, 


My difficulty is getting nice rounded 


comers on pockets, curves at the hem 
of shirts, etc. Somehow, mine always 
have little angles instead of a nice 
smooth curve. 'Any suggestions? — 
Mrs. B. E. 


Dear Mrs. B. E., 


One of the easiest ways to keep 


these edges rounded is to machine 
stitch on the cut edge of the curves 
with a wide zig-zag stitch, stitching 
over a separate double thread. After 
the curved edges have been stitched, 
pull the separate thread lightly. Don't 
pull too tight, just enough so that the 
cut edge will fit smoothly when turned 
up on the five-eights inch seamline. 
This is easy to do, and you'll be de- 
lighted with the professional results. 
Press these edges until smooth before 
applying to garment. 


On heavier fabrics such as denim or 


firm cottons, you may want to trim 
the seam allowance to one-fourth inch 
at the curves. Continue as above, zig- 
zag stitching on the cut edge. Pull up 
the extra thread until the curve is 


smooth. By trimming the excess fab- 
ric away, this edge will lose most of 
its bulk and will press flat for appli- 
cation. Knowing when to clip and trim 
can save many hours of frustration. 
These are the little details that pat- 
tern instructions often fail to mention.

You didn't elaborate about the style 


of the dress or blouse. I imagine your 
problem comes with a notched collar 
that is attached to another piece 
called a "collar stand." This detail is 
the same < as used on men's dress 
shirts and actually builds the collar 
up about one-inch above the neckline. 


My suggestions would be to avoid 


both this type of collar and a Peter 
Pan collar, which is often cut much 
smaller than the neckline, causing it 


to stand up rather high in back. You 
should concentrate on a notched collar 
without the collar stand. This collar 
lays flat to the neckline and has very 
little rise that would bother your 
neck. If you change the shape of the 
collar at the neckline, you would also 
have to change the shape of the gar- 
ment. This could get rather involved. 
It would be easier in your case to sim- 
ply change the type of collar for your 
blouses or dresses. 


Dear Reader, 


A simple little designer "extra" for 


spring and summer is a scarf made 
from,your garment fabric These ex- 
tra scarfs can be used as bells, to tie 
around the handles of your summer 
bag, to wear as a neckline scarf or as 
a head scarf. 


I usually make these scarves at 


least six feet long and about six 
inches wide. I prefer them doubled 
and cut on the bias. However, if the 
fabric is a light-weight knit, a single 
layer of fabric is sufficient. If you use 
a single layer, you may use lettuce 
leaf edging or a fine machine over- 
cast edging. If you make yours 
double, finish both ends at an angle.

Patient should tell 
doctor her worries 


I consider myself a healthy, liappy woman of 43 with a wonderful 


hwbaad and family. I don't pay much attention to my aches and 
pains. 1 can put up with tbe occasional arthritic aches In hands and 
shoulders. Recently I have had some symptom* that have fright- 
ened me. Once I fainted, apparently for no reason, and once my 
right hand ceased to function at all for about two hours. I couldn't 
main It move or anything. I found out yesterday when a routine 
blood pressure was taken In the dentist's chair that my blood pres- 
sure was a little high, ISO over 98. 


This Is probably the case of a little knowledge being a bad thing 


because I fear a brain tumor. A year ago I had my annual checkup, 
hut 1 hesitated to mention my fears to my doctor; no doubt It would 
have sounded silly. Also I understand the tests for brain tumor are 
quite painful. Am I over reacting? 


I am always amazed at how many patients avoid telling the 


doctor the thing that they are worried most about. Obviously the 
best way to get an answer is to ask a question. There are lots of 
things a doctor can do and usually does routinely on a good physi- 
cal examination that would help him ascertain whether there was 
any real likelihood of your having a brain tumor or not. When he 
checks all your reflexes and notes even how you walk and stand, 
he'll have some ideas of how your brain and nervous system Is 
functioning. 


When he looks in the back of the eyes he can see whether there is 


an evidence of increased pressure inside the brain. Since you didn't 
ask him and you probably had no signs to indicate such a thing, he 
probably felt it totally unnecessary to suddenly, tell you that you 
don't have any evidence of a brain tumor. 


1 can't say why you fainted. There are many reasons why people 


faint, from over breathing (hyperventilation) to emotional reac- 
tions, recent illnesses, prolonged standing or any number of things. 
Nor could 1 possibly tell you why you had some trouble moving 
your right hand. That, too, could have been a complication from 
hyperventilation, If you happened to have been anxious about some- 
thing. 


YOUR BLOOD pressure reading was a little high, but I'd like to 


point out that one blood pressure reading does not give a true 
Indication of what one's real blood pressure is. The worst time to 
get an accurate blood pressure reading is during a period of stress. 
That would certainly include the dentist's chair for most people. 
For more Information on what controls your blood pressure send 50 
cents for The Health. Letter, number 1-8, Blood Pressure. Send a 
long, stamped, self-addressed envelope for mailing. Address your 
letter to me in care of Paddock Publications, P.O. Box 1551, Radio 
City Station, New York, N.Y. 10019. 


If you really want to find out what your blood pressure is under 


normal circumstances, have it taken under normal circumstances. 
Most people's pressure is often a little higher in the doctor's office 
than it is at home. Because of your concern and the inability to 
really pin down what the symptoms you have mentioned mean, I 
think you ought to go to your family doctor and tell him what 
you're worried about and let him give you a proper examination 
and a good answer.

Decomposing rocks form clay 


BROTHER JUNIPER 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Brit- 


•nnlca's 1978 Yeirbrook of Science 
and the Future to Tom Lebhar, 11, of 
San Diego, Calif., for his question: 


MOW IS CLAV FORMED? 


Any child who has spent a fun-filled 


afternooon squishing clay though his 
fingers knows the fun of playing with 
this doughy substance. And if he is 
lucky enough to have an oven that 
gets hot enough to bake it, he can 
turn the gooey stuff into animals, 
flower pots or even cups. But there is 
much more to clay than just squishing 
it. It is important to nature, and also 
to many Industrious ventures of man. 


Most clays are formed by the rot- 


ting away of certain types of rocks. It 
may seem strange to think of some- 
thing as hard as a rock decomposing, 
but nature has many surprises in her 
bag of tricks. And changing a hard 
rock into gummy clay is just one of 
them. 


The basic Ingredients necessary for 


making clay are granite-type rocks, 
water, air and lots of time The clay 
used today to make ceramic objects 
probably took thousands of years to 
form. 


MARK TRAIL 


Water plays an important role in 


decomposing rock. When it falls on a 
rock it splashes into..every tiny nook 
and cranny. If the rock happens to 
have a crack in it, the water flows in 
and fills it up. Later perhaps, if the 
air becomes cold-enough, it expands 
— widening the 'cracks in the rocks 
and breaking off little pieces. 


The weathery air also helps to de- 


compose rocks. There is carbon diox- 
ide in the invisible blanket" of air that 
covers our planet. As it rains, some of 
the carbon dioxide dissolves in the 
rainwater, forming a mild solution of 
carbonic acid. This mild carbonic 
bath, helped by the oxygen in the air, 
joins the water as a rock decomposer. 


If the clay remains where it was 


formed, it is referred to as residual 
clay. Sometimes water will wash the 
clay into a lake or lagoon. As the 
years pass, the deposits build up and 
form huge beds of sedimentary clay. 
Generally speaking, the sedimentary 
clays are finer and easier to work 
with than the residual clays. 


Most of us are familiar with the ev- 


eryday uses of clay — flower pots, 
bricks and pottery. Clay is also used, 
however, In making some types of pa- 


per, cosmetics, soap, pencils, cement, 
paints and phonograph records. Clay 
also plays an important part in help- 
ing to build healthy soil in which our 
plants grow. 


Clay is made from certain types of 


rocks that break down, or decompose. 
But not all rocks will form clay Clay 
is hard when it is dry, but when water 
is added it becomes sticky and slippe- 
ry. To turn clay into pottery, it must 
be baked in a special oven, called a 
kiln, at a very high temperature.

The swans of Long Island 


Budd Schulberg, the author, is the last of the great fight fans — 


"The Last Of The Fancy," the late A. J. Liebling might have called 
him. And, when he moved to his seaside studio out in the fens of 
East Long Island, he knew a good prospect when he saw one — a 
white kid who could move like a dream with a great left, a sneaky 
right, a banger who was rough in the clinches. He was ready for 
main events right there. He was pugnacious, belligerent, ate like a 
horse, drank only water, and was happily married, a family man. 


Budd, In a sense, signed him to a lifetime contract. He tells the 


touching tale of their close relationship In a new book. I commend 
it to you as the finest thing of Its kind since "The Old Man And The 
Sea." 


Budds's contender, you see, was not a kid out of the canebrakes, 


but • rough cob out of the saltwater marshes of the South Shore — 
a male swan. Like Budd's prizefight character in "On The Water- 
front," he "coulda been a contender." 


Budd and his wife Geraldine Brooks, the actress, found their 


swan and his lady setting up housekeeping in Aspatuck Inlet, just 
abaft of Budd and Geraldine's cottage neear the Hamptons. 


The neighbors warned them to have no truck with the swans, 


particularly the male. Charles Addams, the macabre cartoonist, 
and the next-door neighbor, warned them that swans had beaten a 
handyman to death with their wings in an encounter where he was 
only trying to feed them. 


Budd, who had never seen a swan outside a racetrack infield 


before (when he was growing up, Ms father was the head of Para- 
mount Pictures), couldn't believe anything that beautiful could be 
homicidal (a Jury had the same trouble with Lizzie Borden). 


The story of how Budd and Gerry won the confidence of their 


swan pair would make a ballet by Tchaikovsky. How they presided 
over the birth of seven cygnets (the parents raised them with lov- 
ing care and sacrifice, then chased them ruthlessly from the nest 
when it was time for them to go on their own), is charmingly 
detailed. 


The triumph of the swans over man, nature, little boys with guns, 


floods, blizzards, is lovingly recorded in "Swan Watch " Budd, of 
course, with a low bow to Wagner, named his swans "Loh" and 
"Grin." 


It Is a swan soap opera with bad guys and good guys, idyllically 


photographed by Gerry. 


Budd found, indeed, that pugilism was missing a great prospect 


in Loh. who chased both the Schulbergs in the house on occasions 
when his temper got the best of him or his mate was about to lay 
her eggs. 


But Budd (and Gerry) also found out what made swans so vicious 


when their little nursery of baby swans was mercilessly raided by 
street gangs of black-backed gulls, who seized and killed the little 
cypets in the Inlet while papa swan and mother swan tried to 
swim them to safety. 


The swans of Long Island probably escaped from the great mil- 


lionaires' estate ponds of decades ago, but such fragile beauty has 
only a precarious place in the world of the wild. Literature is lucky 
so griiiled a lingsider as author Schulberg was on hand to chro- 
nicle their fight for survival. If there's a tear In the eye at the 
finale — well, I happen to know Budd cried the night Joe Louis was 
knocked out, to*.

Montreal

Serge Savard scored a short-hand- 


ed goal and Pete Mahovlich added 
one on a power play Sunday night to 
lead the Montreal Canadiens to a 4-1 
victory over the Chicago Black Hawks 
and a four-game sweep of their Stan- 
ley Cup quarterfinal series.

Insurance cost delays reopening of rail crossing 


Mayor Herbert H. Behrel said he 


will not submit a proposal to the city 
council for reopening the pedestrian 
railroad crossing in downtown Des 
Plaines until he determines how much 
liability Insurance will cost. 


Behrel said Chicago and North 


Western Ry. officials have said they 
probably will not oppose the reopen- 
ing of the crossing, but want the city 
to pay for liability insurance to cover 
accidents that are not the fault of the 
railroad. 


The railroad also wants the city to 


pay the estimated $15,000 it will cost 
to install the crossing, warning lights 
and bells. 


"I have to find out what all the 


costs will be and then go to the city 
council and find out if the aldermen 
are willing to meet the conditions of 
the railroad." Behrel said. "I don't 
know if the crossing will be open or 
not or how long it will take." 


DES PLAINES MERCHANTS have 


asked that the crossing be reopened, 
saying it would increase business by 
allowing shoppers easier access to 
both sides of the railroad tracks. It 
also would provide easier access to a 
400-car parking deck being construct- 
ed by the city. 


The crossing was closed more than 


15 years ago at tin city's request fol- 
lowing two fatal;'accidents, if the 
crossing is reopened, 
pedestrians 


would be able to walk from the train 


station across the tracks to Ellinwood 
Street without having to walk a block 
to Pearson Street or Lee Street. 


Although the railroad is not ex- 


pected to oppose the reopening, Beh- 
rel said officials told him they feel 
"compelled to point out the hazards." 


The matter is being considered by 


the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
legal department and probably will be 
brought, before the Illinois Commerce 
Commission before it is reopen- 
ed. 


Schwab to ask

Des Plaines officials tonight will be 


asked to authorize additional mea- 
sures to help get rid of the messy pi- 
geons on the city's south side. 


Joseph Schwab, commissioner of 


public works, said he will ask alder- 
men to either authorize the hiring of a 
professional firm or approve the pur- 
chase of a chemical to drive the birds 
from the 1600 and 1700 blocks of 
Greenleaf and Lunt avenues. 


He said the city has met with repre- 


sentatives of National Bird Control 
Laboratories, Skokie, and said they 
will charge the city $3,800 to rid the 
area of the pigeons. 


The paste-like chemical will cost the 


city between $1,200 and $1,400, and 
would be applied to surfaces where 


Mikva proposes 
airport noise 
controls today 


Hep. Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, today 


will present proposals for curbing ex- 
cessive airport noise at Chicago air- 
ports at a press conference scheduled

Mikva aid Rita Rice said the pro- 


posals "apply only to the Chicago air- 
ports and are intended as recommen- 
dations to the city." 


She said no recommendations for 


fl|ght curfews are involved, but would 
not reveal specifics of the proposals. 


Mikva's proposals follow an an- 


nouncement by U.S. Environmental 
Protection -Agency head Russell E. 
Train that the federal government 
soon will make' proposals for radically 
reducing airport noise. Train called 
for curfews on takeoffs and landings, 
purchase of buffer zones around air- 
ports, modification of existing jets 
and new noise standards in aircraft 
construction. 


The spokesman said Mikva is aware 


of the possible EPA regulations, but 
his proposals are not directly related. 


the pigeons roost. It is nontoxic and 
approved by the Illinois Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency. 


CITY OFFICIALS last October said 


the large flocks of pigeons that roost 
on a bridge in the area pose a health 
hazard and ordered steps to remove 
the birds "humanely."

placed in area homes through last 
week. Five children, were under su- 
pervision through Friday. 


The previous week, Shelter had chil- 


dren placed in one dozen homes: 
There are occasions when all of its 
foster homes have been occupied. 


PERHAPS THE best news for Shel- 


ter, is that a 17th volunteer home 
recently has been approved. Paul 
Buckholz asked that I include a plea 
for more homes. 


Buckholz freely praised quite a few 


people. He had especially nice com- 
ments; for Jennie Riechers.

For firefighting duties 
Priest switches frock for helmet

Not all little boys want to grow up 


to be firemen. 


Take Brian Simpson. As a little boy 


growing up in Worthing, Sussex, Eng- 
land, he wanted to be a priest. And 
today he is, but he's also a fireman. 


When Father Simpson in 1972 was 


assigned as associate pastor of St. Co- 
lette's Catholic Church, Rolling Mead- 
ows, his first city stop was the fire 
house, 3111 Meadow Dr. 


The good padre wanted to volunteer 


his services as a fireman. 


AS A SEMINARIAN. Father Simp- 


son learned both ftreSghtiflg and the- 
ology at the St. Mary of the Lake 
Seminary, Mundelein. Today he prac- 
tices both. 


"When I was a kid, I never thought 


of being a fireman. Not at an," 29- 
year-old Father Simpson said, 


"I was a student at the seminary 


when some fellow seminarians volun- 
teered me for the fire department," 
he said. 


"My first reaction when I learned 


was that I'd look like an idiot dan- 
gling from the end of a fire engine as 
it raced around the seminary grounds. 


"I very shortly realized how wrong 


that reaction was. The two, fire- 
fighting and priesthood, fit so natural- 
ly and work so well together that I 
forget that not all priests are also 
firemen," Father Simpson said. 


"MY OBJECTIVES when I volun- 


teered in Rolling Meadows as a fire- 
man were twofold. I found through 
my Mundelein experiences that it 
helped me to get to places where I 
was needed. 


"At a rough time, perhaps during a 


serious paramedics response, I can be 
of help no matter what the family's 
faith," Father Simpson said-. 


"We treat him no differently than 


any POC (paid-on-call) when we are 
on a fire call," Fire Lt. Roger Mueller 
said about Father Simpson. 


Lt. Mueller said Father Simpson is 


trained to handle snorkel equipment 
and continuously trains with the de- 
partment the same way all volunteers 
and full-timers train. 


"Father Simpson pulls his share of 


equipment cleaning and hose drying 
chores as they all do," he said.

Wheeling trustees began budget 


paring Saturday by reviewing the 
cost-cutting recommendations of vil- 
lage department heads. 


Suggestions for budget reductions 


included elimination of one building 
department inspector, one public 
works department inspector and a cut 
of $4,600 for testing of police appli- 
cants. 


The budgeted salaries of the two in- 


spectors are more than $24,000 per 
year. One position is vacant and will 
not be filled. 


Although village trustees and Vil- 


lage Mgr. George Passolt have talked 
since February about holding this 
year's budget at $4.1 million, the 
same levy as in 1975-76, recommen- 
dations at Saturday's budget hearing 
indicate that: 


• The cost in contracted legal ex- 


penses could increase from $2,700 this 
year to more than $15,000 in the pro- 
posed budget. 


• The village's share of the Omni- 


House: Youth Services Bureau pro- 
gram could jump to as high as 
$26,000. The program received $19,100 
in the year which ends April 30 and 
requested $26,000 for 1976-77. Passolt 
has recommended an allocation of 
$22,000, but trustees Saturday resisted 
the proposed increase. "There's no 
justification in an increase (for Omni- 
House) if it means laying people in 
our departments off," one trustee 
said. 


• The cost of the bimonthly village 


newsletter will increase. The new- 
letter received $4,000 in 1975-76 and 
the village municipal relations com- 
mission' recommended a budget in- 
crease to $12,000 in 1976-77 and a 
switch from a bimonthly to a monthly 
newsletter. 


"I don't feel we should go month- 


ly," Passolt told the trustees. "If 
we're laying people off, I can't see an 
increase." 
Passolt 
recommended 


budgetjng of $6,000 for the newsletter. 


• The village's election in 1977 will 


cost about $5,000. The cost will include 
judges' salaries, printing expenses, 
rental of voting machines and rental 
of polling places. 


Budget recommendations released 


Saturday did not discuss the proposed 
creation of a public safety department 
to replace the police and fire depart- 
ments. 


Passolt told trustees that officials of 


the police and fire departments antici- 
pate little additional hiring in 1976-77 
which prompted a police and fire 
commission recommendation to elimi- 
nate budget line-items for testing and 
psychological examinations. 


Budgets of the police and fire de- 


partments will be discussed at a fu- 
ture meeting. 


THE TRUSTEES also discussed 


limiting the personal use of village- 
owned cars by employees. Village of- 
ficials and inspectors drive village- 
owned cars to and from work and also 
use the cars for personal travel. 


The trustees reviewed a list of rec-

Shelter. Inc., just lost a good man. 
You might know something about 


Shelter. It's the very fine organization 
which oversees short-term 
foster 


home care for children in Palatine, 
Wheeling, Elk Grove and Schaumburg 
townships, 


Paul Buckholz is the man. 
He's the policeman, who, along with 


an Arlington Heights librarian, Jennie 
Riechers. conceived the mold from 
which Shelter grew. 


Planning entailed two years. Shelter 


placed its first children in January 
1975. 


Buckholz served on its board of di- 


rectors from the agency's inception. 
He's listed on Its Illinois charter pa- 
pers. But now he has quit. 


That seems hard to believe. Shelter 


has become such an important item in 
his life. "If it's not on the top of the 
list," said Paul Buckholz, "then it's 
damn close." 


BUT HE THINKS the time has 


come to resign, a truly regrettable de- 
cision, They asked him to stay. But 
Paul Buckholz did not see any choice.

Heights Police Dept. where Buckholz 
recently was promoted to captain. 


"To be on a board, you better be 


able to participate," he said. "Any- 
thing less than a good active board 
member is a waste of time. You hurt 
it. 


"There's such a thing as staying in 


until the last dog kicks you out," said 
Buckholz. "You don't perform well. I 
couldn't see that." 


IT WAS POLICE WORK which 


forced him to make a choice. "The 
pressure of business here has grown 
more and more," he said. Buckholz 
did not think Shelter was getting its 
rightful due. 


"I said, Jesus, there's people here 


doing a bang-up job. I'm holding a 
good board member out," he ex- 
plained. 


"It just looks bad. So you had a 


good idea once. So what? The pres- 
sure of business is now/' 


There was no Shelter, Inc., on that 


day long ago when Sgt. Paul Buck- 
holz and other officers were assigned 
to investigate a case of alleged child 
abuse. 


HE REMEMBERS that case like it 


happened this morning. 


"The child was under one year old 


and obviously could not talk," said 
Buckholz. "The neighbors had told us 
they could overhear things." 


Officers found enough evidence to 


believe the child had been beaten 
about its head and body. "We took the 
baby to the hospital," said Buckholz. 
"the doctors substantiated what we 
had." 


He did not see that infant again. 


The Illinois Dept. of Children and 
Family Services assumed control. 


THERE WAS no local agency to as- 


sist in these cases. No Shelter, Inc., 


ready with a temporary foster home 
for the youngster. 


Paul Buckholz got to thinking. Jen- 


nie Riechers agreed something should 
be done. There were others, of course, 
but Riechers and Buckholz should 
draw the largest share of credit for 
Shelter, Inc. 


"You'd like to say you 
1 saw this 


thing coming," said Buckholz. "When 
the problem" showed up, we realized 
we needed a solution. 


"My feeling was that somewhere 


within this vast community there'd be 
people willing to provide the (short- 
term foster home) service," he said. 


SHELTER, INC., WAS chartered 


with the state on March 1, 1973. "Ev- 
erybody was tommitted. They were 
going to give it one helluva try," said 
Buckholz. 


"If later on public cooperaton was 


not there, then it wouldn't survive. 
They're.the most important aspect, 
the volunteers." 


Their license to serve as a chld-care 


agency became effective Janr 1 last 
year. Within 10 days, Shelter placed 
youngsters in two homes. It handled 
45 cases during 1975. 


That mark will be easily surpassed 


this year. 


Twenty-five youngsters had been 


placed in area homes through last 
week. Five children were under su- 
pervision through Friday. - 


The previous week, Shelter had chil- 


dren placed in one dozen homes. 
There are occasions when all of its 
foster homes have been occupied. 


PERHAPS THE best news for Shel- 


ter, is that a 17th volunteer home 
recently has been approved. Paul 
Buckholz asked that I include a plea 
for more homes. 


Buckholz freely praised quite a few 


people. He had especially nice com- 
ments for Jennie Riechers. "She is 
really the one who came up with the 
motivation," he insisted. 


But there was that day long ago 


when Sgt. Paul Buckholz had been as- 
signed to investigate allegations of 
child abuse. 


He found a little baby, not one year 


old, who had been beaten. The whole 
thing bothered him immensely. 


"You go home with it," said Paul

Shelter, Inc., just lost a good man. 
You might know something about 


Shelter. It's the very fine organization 
which oversees short-term foster 
home care for children in Palatine, 
Wheeling, Elk Grove and Schaumburg 
townships. 


Paul Buckholz is the man. 
He's the policeman, who, along with 


an Arlington Heights librarian, Jennie 
Riecbers, conceived the mold from 
which Shelter grew. 


Planning entailed two years. Shelter 


placed its first children in January 
197S. 


Buckholz served on its board of di- 


rectors from the agency's inception. 
He's listed on its Illinois charter pa- 
pers. But now he has quit. 


That seems hard to believe. Shelter 


has become such an important item in 
his life. "If it's not on the top of the 
list," said Paul Buckholz, "then it's 
damn clow." 


BUT HE THINKS the time has 


come to resign, a truly regrettable de- 
cision. They asked him to stay. But 
Paul Buckholz did not see any choice. 


We talked about that decision last 


week in hi* office at the Arlington

Heights Police Dept. where Buckholz 
recently was promoted to captain. 


"To be on a board, you better be 


able to participate," he said. "Any- 
thing less than a good active board 
member is a waste of time. You hurt 
it. 


"There's such a thing as staying In 


until the last dog kicks you out," said 
Buckholz. "You don't perform well. I 
couldn't see that." 


IT WAS POLICE WORK which 


forced him to make a choice. "The 
pressure of business here has grown 
more and more," he said. Buckholz 
did not think Shelter was getting its 
rightful due. 


"I said, Jesus, there's people here 


doing a bang-up job. I'm holding a 
good board member out," he ex- 
plained. 


"It just looks bad. So you had a 


good idea once. So what? The pres- 
sure of business is now." 


There was no Shelter, Inc., on that 


day long ago when Sgt. Paul Buck- 
holz and other officers were assigned 
to investigate a case of alleged child 
abuse. 


HE REMEMBERS that case like it 


happened this morning. 


"The child was under one year old 


and obviously could not talk," said 
Buckholz. "The neighbors had told us 
they could overhear things." 


Officers found enough evidence to 


believe the child had been beaten 
about its head and body. "We took the 
baby to the hospital," said Buckholz. 
"the doctors substantiated what we 
had." 


He did not see that infant again. 


The Illinois Dept. of Children and 
Family Services assumed control. 


THERE WAS no local agency to as- 


sist in these cases. No Shelter, Inc., 


ready with a temporary foster home 
for the youngster. 


Paul Buckholz got to tlunking. Jen- 


nie Riechers agreed something should 
be done. There were others, of course, 
but Riechers and Buckholz should 
draw the largest share of credit for 
Shelter, Inc. 


"You'd like to say you saw this 


thing coming," said Buckholz. "When 
the problem showed up, we realized 
we needed a solution. 


"My feeling was that somewhere 


within this vast community there'd be 
people willing to provide the (short- 
term foster home) service," he said. 


SHELTER, INC., WAS chartered 


with the state on March i, 1973. "Ev- 
erybody was committed. They were 
going to give it one helluva try," said 
Buckholz. 


"If later on public cooperaton was 


not there, then it wouldn't survive. 
They're the most important aspect, 
the volunteers." 


Their license to serve as a cbld-care 


agency became effective Jan. 1 last 
year. Within 10 days, Shelter placed 
youngsters in two homes. It handled 
45 cases during 1975. 


That mark will be easily surpassed 


this year. 


Twenty-five youngsters had been 


placed in area homes through last 
week. Five children were under su- 
pervision through Friday 


The previous week, Shelter had chil- 


dren placed in one dozen homes. 
There are occasions when all of its 
foster homes have been occupied. 


PERHAPS THE best news for Shel- 


ter is that a 17th volunteer home 
recently has been approved. Paul 
Buckholz asked that I include _a plea 
for more homes. 


Buckholz freely praised quite a few 


people. He had especially nice com- 
ments for Jennie Riechers. "She is 
really the one who came up with the 
motivation," he insisted. 


But there was that day long ago 


when Sgt. Paul Buckholz had been as- 
signed to investigate allegations of 
child abuse. 


He found a little baby, not one year 


old, who had been beaten. The whole 
thing bothered him immensely. 


"You go home with it," said Paul

Not all little boys want to grow up 


to be firemen. 


Take Brian Simpson. As a little boy 


growing up in Worthing, Sussex, Eng- 
land, he wanted to be a priest. And 
today he is, but he's also a fireman. 


When Father Simpson in 1972 was 


assigned as associate pastor of St. Co- 
lette's Catholic Church, Rolling Mead- 
ows, his first city stop was the fire 
house, 3111 Meadow Dr. 


The good padre wanted to volunteer 


his services as a fireman. 


AS A SEMINARIAN, Father Simp- 


son learned both firefighting and the- 
ology at the St. Mary of the Lake 
Seminary, Mundelein. Today he prac- 
tices both. 


"When I was a kid, I never thought 


of being a fireman. Not at all," 29- 
year-old Father Simpson said. 


"I was a student at the seminary 


when some fellow seminarians volun- 
teered me for the fire department," 
he said. 


"My first reaction when I learned 


was that I'd look like an idiot dan- 
gling from the end of a fire engine as 
it raced around the seminary grounds. 
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"I very shortly realized how wrong 


that reaction was. The two, fire- 
fighting and priesthood, fit so natural- 
ly and work so well together that I 
forget that not all priests are also 
firemen," Father Simpson said. 


"MY OBJECTIVES when I volun- 


teered in Rolling Meadows as a fire- 
man were twofold. I found through 
my Mundelein experiences that it 
helped me to get to places where I 
was needed. 


"At a rough time, perhaps during a 


serious paramedics response, I can be 
of help no matter what the family's 
faith," Father Simpson said. 


"We treat him no differently than 


any POC (paid-on-call) when we are 
on a fire call," Fire Lt. Roger Mueller 
said about Father Simpson. 


Lt. Mueller said Father Simpson is 


trained to handle snorkel equipment 
and continuously trains with the de- 
partment the same way all volunteers 
and full-timers train. 


"Father Simpson pulls his share of

Centex, village nearing agreement 


Officials of Centex Homes Corp. and

There were others, of course, 
but Riechers and Buckholz should 
draw the largest share of credit for 
Shelter, Inc. 


"You'd like to say you saw this 


thing coming," said Buckholz. "When 
the problem showed up, we realized 
we needed a solution. 


"My feeling was that somewhere 


within this vast community there'd be 
people willing to provide the (short- 
term foster home) service," he said. 


SHELTER, INC., WAS chartered 


with the state on March 1, 1973. "Ev- 
erybody was committed. They were 
going to give it one helluva try," said 
Buckholz. 


"If later on public cooperaton was 


not there, then it wouldn't survive. 
They're the most important aspect, 
the volunteers."

Their license to serve as a chld-care 


agency became effective Jan. 1 last 
year. Within 10 days, Shelter placed 
youngsters in two homes. It handled 
45 cases during 1975. 


That mark will be easily surpassed 


this year. 


Twenty-five youngsters had been 


placed in area homes through last 
week. Five children were under su- 
pervision through Friday. 


The previous week, Shelter had chil- 


dren placed in one dozen homes. 
There are occasions when all of its 
foster homes have been occupied. 


PERHAPS THE best news for Shel- 


ter is that a 17th volunteer home 
recently has been approved. Paul 
Buckholz asked that I include a plea 
for more homes. 


Buckholz freely praised quite a few

"It's been a time of reflection and 


stabilization with thoughtful eval- 
uation of what's been done in the past 
and it appears the past has been 
good'" Kessell says of his first year in 
office. 


Goals for the second year of Kes- 


sell's f o u r-year term

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Cop business pressure robs Shelter of good man 


Shelter, Inc., just lost a good man. 
You might know something about 


Shelter. It's the very fine organization 
which oversees short-term foster 
home care for children in Palatine, 
Wheeling, Elk Grove and Schaumburg 
townships. 


Paul Buckholz is the man. 
He's the policeman, who, along with 


an Arlington Heights librarian, Jennie 
Rleehers, conceived the mold from 
which Shelter grew. 


Planning entailed two years. Shelter 


placed Its first children in January 
1975. 


Buckholz served on its board of di- 


rectors from the agency's inception. 
He's listed on its Illinois charter pa- 
pers. But now he has quit. 


That seems hard to believe. Shelter 


has become such an important item in 
his life. "If It's not on the top of the 
list," said Paul Buckholz, "then it's 
damn close." 


BUT HE THINKS the time has 


come to resign, a truly regrettable.de- 
cision. They asked him to stay. But 
Paul Buckholz did not see any choice. 


We talked about that decision last 


week in his office at the Arlington

Heights Police Dept. where Buckholz 
recently was promoted to captain. 


"To be on a board, you better be 


able to participate," he said. "Any- 
thing less than a good .active board 
member is a waste of time. You hurt 
it. 


"There's such a thing as staying in 


until the last dog kicks you out," said 
Buckholz. "You don't perform well. I 
couldn't see that," 


IT WAS POLICE WORK which 


forced him to make a choice. "The 
pressure of business here has grown 
more and more,'-' he said. Buckholz 
did not think Shelter was getting its 
rightful due. 


"I said, Jesus, there's people here 


doing a bang-up job. I'm holding a 
good board member out," he ex- 
plained. 


"It just looks bad. So you had a 


good idea once. So what? The pres- 
sure of business is now." 


There was no Shelter, Inc., on that 


day long ago when Sgt. Paul Buck- 
holz and other officers were assigned 
to investigate a case of alleged child 
abuse. 


HE REMEMBERS that case like it 


happened this morning. 


"The child was under one year old 


and obviously could not talk," said 
Buckholz. "The neighbors had told us 
they could overhear things." 


Officers found enough evidence to 


believe the child had been beaten 
about its head and body. "We took the 
baby to the hospital," said Buckholz. 
"the doctors substantiated what we 
had." 


He .did not see that Infant again. 


The Illinois Dept. of Children and 
Family Services assumed control. 


THERE WAS no local agency to as- 


sist in these cases. No Shelter, Inc., 


ready with a temporary foster home 
for the youngster. 


Paul Buckholz got to thinking. Jen- 


nie Rlechers agreed something should 
be done. There were others, of course, 
but Riechers and Buckholz should 
draw the largest share of credit for 
Shelter, Inc. 


"You'd like to say you saw this 


thing coming," said Buckholz. "When 
the problem showed up, we realized 
we needed a solution. > . 


"My feeling was that somewhere 


within this vast community there'd be 
people willing to provide the (short- 
term foster home) service," he said. 


SHELTER, INC., WAS chartered 


with the state on March 1, 1973. "Ev- 
erybody was committed. They were 
going to give it one helluva try," said 
Buckholz. 


"If later on public cooperaton was 


not there, then it wouldn't survive. 
They're the most important aspect, 
the volunteers." 


Their license to serve as a chld-care 


agency became effective Jan. 1 last 
year. Within 10 days, Shelter placed 
youngsters in two homes. It handled 
45 cases during 1975. 


That mark will be easily surpassed 


this year. 


Twenty-five youngsters had been 


placed in area homes through last 
week. Five children were under su- 
pervision through Friday. 


The previous week, Shelter had chil- 


dren placed in one dozen homes. 
There are occasions when'all of its 
foster homes have been occupied. 


PERHAPS THE best news for Shel- 


ter is that a 17th volunteer home 
recently has been approved. Paul 
Buckholz asked that I include a plea 
for more homes. 


Buckholz freely praised quite a few 


people. He had especially nice com- 
ments for Jennie Riechers. "She is 
really the one who came up with the 
motivation," he insisted. 


But there was that day long ago 


when Sgt. Paul Buckholz had been as- 
signed to Investigate allegations of* 
child abuse. 


He found a little baby, not one year

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Condo owners 
plan protest of 
trash pickup fee 


Three Fountains condominium unit 


owners in Rolling Meadows Tuesday 
will protest to city officials about 
being charged for city garbage ser- 
viee. provided free to city home- 
owners. 


Condominium Assn. spokesman Ste- 


ven Forsyth plans to make the protest 
at the 8 p.m. public works committee 
meeting, at city hall, 3600 Kirchoff 
fid. 


"We are entitled to free garbage 


service, the same as other single-fam- 
ily homeowners in the city now en- 
joy," Forsyth said. 


FORSYTH SAID he is Interested in 


the contents of a garbage service cost 
study and comparison to be revealed 
at the Tuesday session. 


"We pay taxes, in fact three times 


the taxes a single-family homeowner 
pays. However, we still do not receive 
the same free service they do," For- 
syth said. 


"In addition we must purchase our 


own garbage bags while single-family 
homeowners receive about $40 worth 
of bags free in addition to the pickup 
service," he said. 


Condominium unit owners at Three 


Fountains pay a commercial rate of 
$24 per year for city garbage service. 
Homeowners receive the service free. 


CITY OFFICIALS have said the 


free service is only provided to single- 
family zoned areas, not multi-family 
zoned areas such as the condominium 
complexes. 


Forsyth said the association is will- 


ing to pay a charge for the special 
equipment needed to handle the targe 
dumpsters used in the development 
during garbage collection. 


"We don't want to go to a bag sys- 


tem and we understand that special 
equipment is needed for our special 
trash service. However, we also be- 
lieve that the $250 a month the associ- 
ation pays for service to the 125 units 
has more than paid for the equip- 
ment," he said. 


"We don't want something extra. 


We are city residents and home- 
owners and just want equal treat- 
ment," Forsyth said. 


ALD. DANIEL WEBER, 4th, chair- 


man of the public works committee, 
said he is interested in the public 
works report prepared by John Hen- 
nessy, public works superintendent. 


"Our committee requested the re- 


port so we can settle once and for all 
what it does cost to serve the con- 
dominium owners and study the dif- 
ference between that service and the 
service we provide to single-family 
homes," Weber said. 


Weber said condominium units are 


defined under the law and in dictio- 
naries as single-family homes. "How- 
ever from the city aspect, concerning 
service, they are referred to as mul- 
tiple-family dwellings," he added. 


"The problem is that while the con- 


dominium owners maintain they want 
equal treatment or services, the na- 
ture of the development makes that 
impractical if not impossible," Weber 
said. 


"FOR INSTANCE, if we were to 


give every condominium homeowner 
free bags and then ask them to put 
them out on the curb at pickup day 
like single-family homeowners now 
do, I think they would scream," We- 
ber said. 


Weber said although the charge 


may seem unfair, he believes the con- 
dominium unit owners have other 
benefits that make up for the differ- 
ence. 


"Condominium owners pay less for 


water," he said. "While a single-fami- 
ly howeowner must pay a minimum 
water bill, even if he uses no water or 
very little, a condominium owner 
pays a portion of a bulk rate water 
charge through the association," We- 
ber said. 


The association does not pay a min- 


imum rate, but pays only for the 
amount metered and used. 


THE CHAPLAIN'S helmet and a desire to "help 
where I was needed" set the Rev. Brian Simpson 
apart -from other priests.

Not all little boys want to grow up 


to be firemen. 


Take Brian Simpson. As a little boy 


growing up in Worthing, Sussex, Eng- 
land, he wanted to be a priest. And 
today he is, but he's also a fireman. 


When Father Simpson in 1972 was 


assigned as associate pastor of St. Co- 
lette's Catholic Church, Rolling Mead- 
ows, his first city stop was the fire 
house, 3111 Meadow Dr. 


The good padre wanted to volunteer 


his services as a fireman. 


AS A SEMINARIAN, Father Simp- 


son learned both firefighting and the- 
ology at the St. Mary of the Lake 
Seminary, Mundelein. Today he prac- 
tices both. 


"When I was a kid, I never thought 


of being a fireman. Not at all," 29- 
year-old Father Simpson said. 


"I was a student at the seminary 


when some fellow seminarians volun- 
teered me for the fire department," 
he said. 


"My first reaction when I learned 


was that I'd look like an idiot dan- 
gling from the end of a fire engine as 
it raced around the seminary grounds. 


"I very shortly realized how wrong 


that reaction was. The two, fire- 
fighting and priesthood, fit so natural- 
ly and work so well together that I 
forget that not all priests are also 
firemen," Father Simpson said. 


"MY OBJECTIVES when I volun- 


teered in Rolling Meadows as a fire- 
man were twofold. I found through 
my Mundelein experiences that it

which Shelter grew. 


Planning entailed two years. Shelter 


placed its first children in January

Buckholz served on its board of di- 


rectors from the agency's inception. 
He's listed on its Illinois charter pa- 
pers. But now he has quit. 


That seems hard to believe. Shelter 


has become such an important item in 
his life. "If it's not on the top of the 
list," said Paul Buckholz, "then ifs 
damn close." 


BUT HE THINKS the time, has 


come to resign, a truly regrettable de- 
cision. They asked him to stay. But 
Paul Buckholz did not see any choice. 


We talked about that decision last 


week in his office at the Arlington

Heights Police Dept. where Buckholz 
recently was promoted to captain. 


"To be on a board, you better be 


able to participate," he said. "Any- 
thing less than a good active board 
member is a waste of time. You hurt 
it. 


"There's such a thing as staying in 


until the last dog kicks you out," said 
Buckholz. "You don't perform well. I 
couldn't see that." 


IT WAS POLICE WORK which 


forced him to make a choice. "The 
pressure of business here has grown 
more and more," he said. Buckholz 
did not think Shelter was getting its 
rightful due. 


"I said, Jesus, there's people here 


doing a bang-up job. I'm holding a 
good board member out," he ex- 
plained. 


"It just looks bad. So you had a 


good idea once. So what? The pres- 
sure of business is now." 


There was no Shelter, Inc., on that 


day long ago when Sgt. Paul Buck- 
holz and other officers were assigned 
to investigate a case of alleged child 
abuse. 


HE REMEMBERS that case like it 


happened this morning. 


"The child was under one year old 


and obviously could not talk," said 
Buckholz. "The neighbors had told us 
they could overhear things." 


Officers found enough evidence to 


believe the child had been beaten 
about its head and body, "We took the 
baby to the hospital," said Buckholz. 
"the doctors substantiated what we 
had." 


He did not see that Infant again. 


The Illinois Dept. of Children and 
Family Services assumed control. 


THERE WAS no local agency to as- 


sist in these cases. No Shelter, Inc., 


ready with a temporary foster home 
for the youngster. 


Paul Buckholz got to thinking. Jen- 


nie Riechers agreed something should 
be done. There were others, of course, 
but Riechers and Buckholz should 
draw the largest share of credit for 
Shelter, Inc. 


"You'd like to say you saw this 


thing coming," said Buckholz. "When 
the problem showed up, we realized 
we needed a solution. 


"My feeling was that somewhere 


within this vast community there'd be 
people willing to provide the (short- 
term foster home) service," he said. 


SHELTER, INC., WAS chartered 


with the state on March 1,1973. "Ev- 
erybody was committed. They were 
going to give it one helluva try," said 
Buckholz. 


"If later on .public cooperaton was 


not there, then it wouldn't survive. 
They're the most important aspect, 
the volunteers." 


Their license to serve as a chld-care 


agency became effective Jan. 1 last 
year. Within 10 days, Shelter placed 
youngsters in two homes. It handled 
45 cases during 1975. 


That mark will be easily surpassed 


this year. 


Twenty-five youngsters had been 


placed in area homes through last 
week. Five children were under su- 
pervision through Friday. 


The previous week, Shelter had chil- 


dren placed in one dozen homes. 
There are occasions when all of its 
foster homes have been occupied. 


PERHAPS THE best news for Shel- 


ter is that a 17th volunteer home 
recently has been approved. Paul 
Buckholz asked that I include a plea 
for-more homes. 


Buckholz freely praised quite a few 


people. He had especially nice com- 
ments for Jennie Riechers. "She is 
really the .one who came up with the' 
motivation,." he insisted. 


But there was that day long ago 


when Sgt. Paul Buckholz had been as- 
signed to investigate allegations of 
child abuse. 


He found a little baby, not one year 


old, who had been beaten. The whole 
thing bothered him immensely. 


"You go home with it," said Paul

Antivandal effort faces big test 


Race Street residents 
to plead for stop signs 


The 
Arlington Heights Village 


Board wilt be asked tonight by resi- 
dents along Race Street to install stop 
signs at the Intersection of Olive and 
Race streets. 


"We're trying to get the board to 


act with foresight, rather than from 
hindsight," John Hosemann, 1345 N. 
Race St.. said. The meeting will be at 
8 p.m. at the municipal building, 33 S. 
Arlington Heights Rd. 


The village board two weeks ago or- 


dered stop signs for the intersection of 
Walnut and Elm streets in the wake 
of an accident there in which a car 
struck two kindergarten students. 
More than 200 concerned residents at- 
tended the meeting April 5 to push for 
the four-way stop sign there. 


HOSEMANN SAID residents on 


Race Street have been asking for the 
stop signs since June because of "sev- 


eral near misses" by speeding ve- 
hicles. 


Village officials have refused to in- 


stall the signs, saying the accident 
rate on the street does not warrant 
the signs, Hosemann said. 


"We've been spinning our wheels 


with them. Getting a stop sign has 
evolved into a political decision," 
Hoseraann said. 


"We've even offered to buy the 


signs. If they don't work, they can al- 
ways take them down," he said. 


Warning signs indicating children 


live in the area have been installed, 
but they have not succeeded in 
slowing down speding vehicles, he 
said. 


"It seems the philosophy of the vil- 


lage management is to move the traf- 
fic, not slow it down," Hosemann 
said. 


Five months ago community lead- 


ers in Schaumburg and Hoffman Es- 
tates 
organized an antivandalism 


campaign aimed at calling attention 
to the costly problem of damage to 
public and private property. 


The program, called "Be aware, Be 


Thankful," united local government, 
park district, law enforcement, school 
and clergy officials in an effort to 
alert residents to the problem. 


Today, after public discussions, pre- 


sentations and new youth-oriented 
park programs, .leaders in the pro- 
gram say the project has played a 
role in deterring the problem, even 
though vandalism has not totally dis- 
appeared. 


"I WOULD LIKE to think the pro- 


gram was helpful in limiting van- 
dalism," 
Hoffman 
Estates Police 


Chief John O'Connell says. "But the 
real test will be in the next two 
months." 


O'Connell said most vandalism in 


public places occurs during spring 
and summer when weather is good 
and children are out later. 


Youthful vandals often are respon- 


sible for costly damage. In Hoffman 
E s t a t e s , for example, 
vandals 


recently have ripped off three walls 
on a barn addition at the Sunderlage 
farm site in Moon Lake Village. The 
site is being planned as a village his- 
torical museum. 


And in Cottonwood Park, Hassell 


Road and Parkview Lane, a $1,000 
wood structure was destroyed by van- 
dais last month.

Sewers near the Palanois Park sub-

rated with a gasoline-type product has 
been discovered near Busch Auto Ser- 
vice Center, 137 S. Northwest Hwy. 


The pocket of saturated land is be- 


tween 7Vz and 15 feet down and the 
gasoline could be seeping in from old " 
drain tiles, gasoline spills or leaks in 
gas tanks, Miller said. 


MILLER SAID the sewer would be 


televised to see if there are any hid- 
den drain tiles the village doesn't 
know about. 


"If we don't find any we will make 


additional soil borings to find where 
the pocket is exactly," Miller said. 
The soil borings would be done by a 
private contractor. 


No tests for leaks in the gas tanks 


at Busch's are scheduled, Fire In- 
spector William DePue said. The gas 
tanks were tested in 1974 and no leaks 
were found. 


The gas fume leaks which have pla- 


gued some Palanois Park homes for 
years are always worse during or im- 
mediately after heavy rains. 


MILLER SAID the rain could cause 


the gasoline type product in the pock- 
et of land to float to the top and then 
infiltrate the combined storm and san- 
itary sewers that serve the subdivi- 
sion bounded by Northwest Highway 
on the south and west, Lincoln Street 
on the north and Rohlwing Road on 
the east.

proposal by Dell Corp. Northbrook, to 
build a six-story. I0o-un!t apartment 
complex for senior citizens north of 
the Mount Prospect Plaza shopping 
center at Rand and Central roads. 


In addition, a $1.4 million grant has 


been approved by HUD for a 214-unit 
seniors apartment complex, proposed 
by K e n r o y Development Corp., 


Skokic, at Huntington Commons. 


DELL'S PRELIMINARY plan in- 


cludes 46 efficiency, 48 one-bedroom 
and 6 two-bedroom apartments at 
monthly rents of $250, $310 and $365, 
respectively. 
According 
to HUD's 


rent subsidy program, seniors would 
pay a flat rent of 25 per cent of their 
income with the government subsidiz-' 
ing the difference. 


The Mount Prospect Village Board 


last December favored Dell's plan by 
a 5-to-l vote, subject to zoning codes. 


Kenroy's proposal was not subject 


to the board's approval because the 
Huntington Commons property al- 


ready is zoned for apartment con- 
struction. The project at Huntington 
Commons calls for 128 efficiency, 75 
one-bedroom 
and 
11 two-bedroom 


apartments at monthly rents of $320, 
$380 and $440, respectively. The rent 
subsidy program also would apply to 
seniors leasing units in this complex. 


Kenroy has until May 2 and Dell 


has until July 1 to submit their final 
construction plans to HUD.

Shelter, Inc., just lost a good man. 
You might know something about 


Shelter. It's the very fine organization 
which oversees short-term 
foster 


home care for children in Palatine, 
Wheeling, Elk Grove and Schaumburg 
townships. 


Paul Buckholz Is the man. 
He's the policeman, who, along with 


an Arlington Heights librarian, Jennie 
Riechers, conceived the mold from 
which Shelter grew. 


Planning entailed two years. Shelter 


placed Its first children In January 
1978. 


Buckholz served on its board of di- 


rectors from the agency's inception. 
He's listed on its Illinois charter pa- 
pers. But now he has quit. 


That seems hard to believe. Shelter 


has become such an important item in 


• his life. "If it's not on the top-of the 
list," said Paul Buckholz, "then Ifs 
damn close." 


BUT HE THINKS the time has 


come to resign, a truly regrettable de- 
cision. They asked him to stay. But 
Paul Buckholz did not see any choice.

Heights Police Dept. where Buckholz 
recently was promoted to captain. 


"To be on a board, you better be 


able to participate," he said. "Any- 
thing less than a good aclive board 
member is a waste o! time.

Buckholz. "You don't perform well. I 
couldn't see that." 


IT WAS POLICE WORK which 


forced him to make a choice. "The 
pressure of business here has grown 
more and more," he said. Buckholz 
did not think Shelter was getting its 
rightful due. 


"I said, Jesus, there's people here 


doing a bang-up job. I'm holding a 
good board member out," lie ex- 
plained. 


"It just looks bad. So you had a 


good idea once. So what? The pres- 
sure of business is now." 


There was no Shelter, Inc., on that 


day long ago when Sgt. Paul Buck- 
holz and other officers were assigned 


, to investigate a case of alleged child 


abuse. 


HE REMEMBERS that case like it 


happened this morning. 


"The child was under one year old 


and obviously could not talk," said 
Buckholz. "The neighbors had told us 
they could overhear things." 


Officers found enough evidence to 


believe the child had been beaten 
about its head and-body. "We took the 
baby to the hospital," said Buckholz. 
"the doctors substantiated what we 
had." 


He did not'see that infant again. 


The Illinois Dept. of Children and 
Family Services assumed control. 


THERE WAS no local agency to as- 


sist in these cases. No Shelter, Inc., 


ready with a temporary foster home 
for the youngster. 
. Paul Buckholz got to thinking. Jen- 
nie Riechers agreed something should 
be done. There were others, of course, 
but Riechers and Buckholz should 
draw the largest share of credit for 
Shelter, Inc. 


"You'd like to say you saw this 


thing coming," said Buckholz. "When 
the problem showed up, we realized 
we needed a solution. 


"My feeling was that somewhere 


within this vast community there'd be 
people willing to provide the (short- 
term foster home) service," he said. 


SHELTER, INC., WAS chartered 


with the state on March 1, 1973. "Ev- 
erybody was committed. They were 
going, to give it one helluva try," said 
Buckholz. 


"If later on public cooperaton w"as 


not there, then it wouldn't survive. 
They're the most important aspect, 
the volunteers." 


Their license to serve as a chld-care 


agency became effective Jan. 1 last 
year. Within 10 days, Shelter placed 
youngsters in two homes. It handled 
45 cases during 1975.' 


That mark will be easily surpassed 


this year. 


Twenty-five youngsters had been 


placed in area homes through last 
week. Five children were under su- 
pervision through Friday. 


The previous week, Shelter had chil- 


dren placed in one dozen homes. 
There are occasions when all of its 
foster homes have been occupied. 


PERHAPS THE best news for Shel- 


ter is that a 17th volunteer home 
recently has been approved. Paul 
Buckholz asked that I include a plea 
for more homes. 


Buckholz freely praised quite a few 


people. He had especially nice com- 
ments for Jennie Riechers. "She is 
really the one who came up with the 
motivation," he insisted. 


But there was that day long ago 


when Sgt. Paul Buckholz had been as- 
signed to investigate allegations of 
child abuse. 


He found a little baby, not one year 


old, who had been beaten. The whole 
thing bothered him immensely. 


"You go home with it," said Paul
